LIBRARIES OF NEW YORK CITY IN 1854 


In Norton’s Literary Register for 1854 is 
a description of New York’s libraries which 
makes interesting reading to-day. The Astor 
Library was then the foremost library, just 
moving to its new building in Lafayette 
Place, with 80,000 volumes. 

_Next in importance was the Society 
Library with 36,000 volumes, and a new 
building on University Place was contem- 
plated. 

_ The Mercantile Library, ‘intended espe- 
cially for the benefit of merchants’ clerks, 
who pay $2.00 annually as a fee for member- 
ship,” is given third place, with 39,500 
volumes. The other libraries are listed as 
follows: 

Apprentices’ Library, 17,000; Mechanics’ 
Institute, 5,000; Columbia College, 16,000; 
Union Theological Seminary, 18,000; Epis- 
copal Theological Seminary, 12,000; New 
York Historical Society, 25,000; New York 


University, 1,500. “We feel confident,” 
says our author, “that there are few cities 
better supplied with opportunities for obtain- 
ing books.’”’ The total number 'of books 
available in all the libraries was 295,500. 


FAIRY TALES INDEX 


We have the manuscript nearly ready for 
a comprehensive Index to Fairy Tales, which 
we shall publish in book form, probably in 
the fall or early winter. 

This index will be much larger than the 
the one we have been running serially in the 
Bulletin of Bibliography, and from comments 
on the value and usefulness of such an Index 
which we have received, we feel sure this 
new book in our Useful Reference Series 
will be most welcome. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Westminster Review, if not dead, is very sick, not 
having been able to appear in public since the issue 
of January, 1914. The at vege is in poor health, 
we understand, and when he recovers, the Review 
will resume publication. 

Candid Quarterly Review of public affairs, political, 
scientific and literary. This English review, con- 
ducted by Thomas Gibson Bowles, and published by 
Frederick Henry Garratt, 26 Maiden Lane, London 
is a substantial newcomer, and should make itself 
a place. Number 1 is dated February, 1915, 5 shill- 
ings a number. 

Annals of the Missouri Botanical Garden, volume 1, 
number 1, March, 1914, ye ag and is a worthy 
organ for the Botanical Garden, in St. Louis, whose 
name it carries. 

It is to be a quarterly, at $3.00 a year, and is de- 
signed to contain only scientific contributions by the 
staff of the Garden, by the faculty and graduate 
students of the Henry Shaw School of Botany of 
Washington University, and by visiting botanists 
doing work at the Garden. This, with a monthl 
Bulletin, will supersede the annual Report, of which 
the 23d will mark the close of that series. 
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New England Magazine. February, 1914, contained 
the indexes of vols. 44, 45, 47 to 50. There is no vol. 
46, as after number 1 the rest was called 47. 

Vocational Education will be combined with Manual 
Training Magazine with the September, 1914, issue. 
Manual Training Magazine will then be published 
ten times a year, and its price raised to $2.00. 

The Chautauquan is dead; it had been “‘weekly” 
since June, 1913, and we had been expecting its end 
for some time. The final issue was June 1, 1914. 
The Independent has absorbed it. The Chautau- 
quan was a most useful magazine in the monthly 
form, and libraries will miss it. At first an over- 
grown quarto which wouldn't fit any ordinary shelf, 
it changed to “standard” octavo size in 1889, and 
then in 1906 adopted a pocket duodecimo shape 
which made for easy loss, if not for easy use; and by 
making three issues complete a volume, caused a 
binding expense out of all proportion to its use. It 
has gone to its reward. 

Have you seen The Litile Review (Margaret C. 
Anderson, editor, Fine Arts Building, Chicago, 
Volume 1, number 1, March, 1914, 25c, $2.50 a 
year)? The initial number, octavo in form, has 
forty-eight pages of text, and unfortunately pages in its 
advertising pages (we have sent Miss A. our protest). 

The field The Little Review covers is a large one — 
“Literature, Drama, Music, Art.” Number one is a 
very interesting issue, opening with a “‘good speed” 
letter from John Galsworthy. There are articles on 
“Mr. Faust,” Mr. Fickes’ play; ‘‘Paderewski and 
the New Gods”; “The Poetry of Rupert Brooke’; 
“Tagore as a Dynamic’’; ‘Succession, a comedy of 
the Generations,”” Miss Sidgwick’s new book. 

The Journal of the American Water WorksAssociation, 
Baltimore, vol. 1, no. 1, March, 1914, has appeared. 
A thick octavo, with illustrations and maps, it will, 
as a quarterly, supersede the annual Proceedings.

We are not so much 
surprised to find that English borrowers make the 
same blunders Americans do, as to discover that at 
least one Englishman has seen the “humour’”’ of it all. 

We are grateful to the author for this little volume, 
and its clever arrangement of “smiles,” but oh, 
why did his publisher put such an atrocious cover on 
the book! Librarian-authors should always appear 
dignified, even in the presence of the clown. The 
book is cheapened by the glaring yellow binding.

_RICHARDSON, ERNEST CUSHING. The begin- 
nings of libraries. 


In this little book, Dr. Richardson interestingly 
traces the beginnings of libraries. First the imaginary 
Libraries of the Gods, and Preadamite libraries, then 
Pictorial object libraries, Mnemonic object libraries, 
Picture book libraries. He describes all the different 
types, their contents and administration. It will be 
a surprise to many to find such an early library his- 
tory available, so long before the existence of any 
books, but our author in his chapter on “‘Bibliog- 
raphy” gives us a long list of references to material 
of this nature, so one is forced to believe what other- 
wise would seem the result of a rather vivid library 
imagination. 

Not the least interesting part of the book is the 
index. There are six illustrations.

BISHOP, WILLIAM WARNER. Practical handbook 
of modern library cataloging. 


Mr. William Warner Bishop, who is Superintendent 
of the Reading Room, Library of Congress, has, in 
this little handbook, set forth most clearly the catalog 
in all its many relations to the library. Chapter 2 
covers the catalog room, its equipment and location, 
the kind and weight of cards best suited to the use 
they are to have. The planning of the catalog in 
advance of actual work upon it is shown to be very 
necessary. 

One chapter is given to the “Organization of the 
cataloging force,”” while Chapter 5 on the ‘Use of 
printed catalog cards,” is most welcome, as such use 
is rapidly growing everywhere, and none of the older 
articles on cataloging touch upon it at all. 

The final chapter devoted to ‘‘Subject Headings,” 
warns the beginner of the difficulties to be met at 
every turn unless a careful plan is adopted in the 
beginning, and strictly adhered to. 

A good index completes the book.

The pamphlet closes 
with a list of Public Libraries of the United King- 
dom, and a catalogue of the publications of the 
Association.

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES OF LIBRARIANS AND BIBLIOGRAPHERS 
Il. 
CHARLES AMMI CUTTER, 1837-1903 


Mr. Cutter was born in Boston, March 14, 
1837. He was graduated from Harvard Col- 
lege in 1855, at the early age of eighteen, 
standing almost at the head of his class. 
In September, 1856, he entered the Divinity 
School of Harvard University, graduating 
in 1859. He was not ordained as a clergy- 
man, however, but at once began his life 
work of librarian. Indeed, while still in the 
divinity school, he became in 1858 libra- 
rian of that institution. In 1860 he entered 
the library of Harvard College and remained 
there about eight years. He was chosen 
librarian of the Boston Atheneum Decem- 
ber 14, 1868, taking charge of the library 
January 1, 1869, and withdrawing from the 
position in 1893. Soon after, he accepted 
the place of librarian of the Forbes Library, 
Northampton, and, having declined an offer 
to become head of the reference department of 
the new public library in Brooklyn, remained 
there until his death, September 6, 1903. 


Mr. Cutter had great natural qualifica- 
tions for the occupation of librarian. He 
enjoyed study of library methods and 
planned with real pleasure the tools needed 
in their adoption. At the same time he 
was an excellent scholar and capable and 
earnest in aiding students and persons 
engaged in popular researches. He had an 
international reputation for his skill in cata- 
loguing, which was manifested in the admir- 
able work which he did in preparing the 
catalogue of the Boston Athenzum which 
was issued under his auspices, volume by 
volume, during the years 1874-1882, and 
in a careful compilation of rules for making a 
dictionary catalogue which was issued as 
the second part of the great work on the 
libraries of the United States, published by 
the United States Bureau of Education in 
1876, and kept up to date by revisions. 

Mr. Cutter engaged ardently in the 
accelerated library movement of 1876. He 
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had been a valuable contributor to the first 
volume of the work issued by the Bureau of 
Education in the year just alluded to. 
He took hold with enthusiasm of the project 
for the convention held in Philadelphia at 
which the American Library Association 
was formed, and helped largely to make 
it successful. He continued his labors in 
the general library cause until the end of 
his life. Mr. Dewey speaking of his own 
hesitation and that of such older librarians 
as Mr. Winsor and Mr. Poole, in taking the 
first steps and calling the conference of 
librarians, said at the meeting of the Ameri- 
can Library Association at Lake Placid in 
1894: “The one man who from the first, 
through the whole history of the asso- 
ciation, has always had faith, not only said, 
‘I think it can be done,’ but also, ‘I will 
help’ and did help, was Charles A. Cutter 
of the Boston Athenzum. The other older 
librarians were often in doubt, but Mr. 
Cutter never failed to join heartily in every 
advance movement.” Mr. Cutter’s direct 
efforts to advance the library cause were 
shown not only in the part which he took 
in the meetings of librarians and as a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
American Library Association, but as chair- 
man of the co-operation committee of that 
organization, ably helping in that position 
to formulate wise methods of conducting 
libraries to be communicated for public use 
through the Library Journal. Then, too, he 
made valuable suggestions in the Journal on 
various subjects. Moreover and especially 
when the Library Journal was projected, its 
conductors naturally looked to this scholar 
among librarians as the proper editor for 
the department of bibliography. For many 
years the material in this department came 
in his own handwriting, testifying to the 
painstaking accuracy that was characteristic 
of him; and for the last ten years of his long 
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connection with the Journal, he shared the 
responsibility of its general editorship. 

Mr. Cutter was the author of the Expan- 
sive Classification for the arrangement of 
the books of a library on its shelves. It was 
unfinished at the time of his death and was 
placed in the capable hands of his nephew, 
Mr. W. P. Cutter, for completion. The 
latter wrote a year or two ago: “There are 
now 65,000 entries in the index, and none 
of the four hundred pages of science are 
indexed. The mere printing and compo- 
sition would cost thousands of dollars, 
enough to make the Expansive cost over 
twenty thousand dollars from its inception.” 

Mr. Cutter was a very hard worker as has 
been undoubtedly surmised from statements 
already mentioned. He was learned and 
accurate, a man, too, of intellectual power 
and impressionable in the presence of beauty 
and sublimity of nature, of fine taste in art, 
architecture and literature. There was 
humor, too, in his composition. Withal, 
he was a modest man. “His unfailing 
gentleness,” writes one who knew him well, 
“his readiness to help others, his simplicity 
of spirit, the catholicity of his interests and 
enjoyments, made him as delightful as a 
companion as he was lovable as a friend.” 
He was also very unselfish. Mr. Cutter 
came very near to receiving the offer of the 
librarianship of Harvard University. He 
was fond of outdoor life in pleasant sur- 
roundings and never lost an opportunity to 
climb mountains. He belonged to the Appa- 
lachian Club. He was on a driving trip in 
New Hampshire with his wife when attacked 
by his last illness which ended in his death 
in a few days. As an illustration of the 
catholicity of Mr. Cutter in seeking enter- 
tainment, it may be stated that he was very 
fond of dancing and engaging in private 
theatricals.

THE GARY (Ind.) PUBLIC LIBRARY SHELF-LIST RECORD AND ORDER-CARD.

We use our shelf list card for the purchase 
record first and keep a record of the steps 
through which the book goes in purchase. 
When the book is received and classified 
the call number is entered on the card. We 
check the card when the book is cataloged 
and then it is ready for the shelf list.

The steps the card serves are these: 


Proposed purchases. 
We file cards under this head as we 
learn of books, by filling out the card 
with whatever information we have. 

If the title is taken from the A. L. A. 
Booklist we can thus give on our card 
the usual information, L. C. number 
and suggested classification. 

Books ordered. 
As soon as a book is ordered we stamp 
or write in the proper space the in- 
formation as to date and of whom 
purchased. We use small rubber 
stamps and can easily stamp up a 
hundred cards. For instance, we buy 
of McClurg, Baker & Taylor and of 
our local dealer, so we have stamps 
for their names. This is a timesaver, 
that is all. 

Awaiting invoice. 
We sometimes receive books before 
we get the bill for the books. The 
card for each book is checked up with 
the date received and card filed under 
this heading to await the bill. Con- 
versely when we receive the bill for 


the books first the cards are checked 
with prices and date of invoice. 

For classification and cataloging. 
Cards are filed under this head while 
the books are being classified and 
cataloged. When that is done the 
book number is entered on the card 
and they are checked as cataloged. 

Ready for shelf list record. 

The cards are checked up and the 
record of the classes of books added 
is entered in the shelf list record. 

Ready for shelf list. 

Cards are held here until filed in the 
shelf list. 


Our shelf list record is an oblong sheet 
14 x 8% inches, which gives us a contin- 
uous and up-to-date record of the number 
of books in the library, not only the total 
number but by classes. We have had this 
special sheet printed for loose leaf ledger, 
but before that we used a common wide 
leaf book, hand-ruled. Such a book serves 
just as well though it may not look so neat. 

These sheets are ruled into 27 columns on 
each side. Printed in the first column are 
the following headings. The blank columns 
are used for a weekly or monthly summary 
of books added. 


In Gary we use the following sheets: 


Gary Purchases, adult books 
Gary added by binding, adult 
Gary added by gift, adult 
Gary withdrawals, adult 

Gary purchases, juvenile 

Gary additions by binding, juvenile 
Gary added by gift, juvenile 
Gary withdrawals, juvenile 

For our branch library: 
Tolleston, adult additions 
Tolleston, adult withdrawals 
Tolleston, juvenile additions 
Tolleston, juvenile withdrawals 


These twelve sheets serve all our needs 
for one year. It is easily possible to add 
up the totals at any time and tell just how 
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many books are in the library, or how many 
in any class. At inventory time the results 
may be checked up in any class at any time 
with the utmost ease.

As the number of volumes in the library 
is ascertainable from this record we do not 
haveor use any accession numbers nor do we 
have to carry them through the catalog work. 
The value of the book if lost is immediately 
ascertainable from the shelf list card without 
looking any further. The whole record of 
the book appears on the shelf list card. 

At the end of the fiscal year the number 
of books by classes and by total is easily 
found and the net totals entered on new 
sheets for the new year. 

In practice we do not add the books to the 
shelf list record oftener than once a week 
and sometimes only once a month. 
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The advantages we feel that we obtain 
by using this system are as follows: 


Great time saving. 

Most flexible and conveniently handled 
order system. 

No rewriting of entries or cards. 

No accession number. 

More complete record of number of books 
in library. 

Greater ease in handling all records. 

More up to date all the time. 

Lessens time in getting books to public. 

Insurance values of books more easily 
obtained. 


The only disadvantage suggested is that it 
is a card record and requires more careful 
handling. That applies to many things 
in library work; though it is undoubtedly true 
that the work of keeping this record should 
not be given to careless and slipshod workers.

In connection with Mr. Tripp’s suggestion made 
in the January Bulletin of Bibliography, it has occurred 
to me that few librarians take advantage of the ve 
interesting and original paintings and drawings whic 
may be borrowed for exhibition purposes from a con- 
siderable number of publishers. These pictures are 
generally done by some of our leading artists and when 
exhibited with the books which they illustrate they 
form an interesting display.

Order-Cards Without Printing. 


Medium and small libraries generally incur the 
heavy expense of printing a detailed order card for 
use in the office. Librarians and assistants know what 
items to secure in preparing an order without havin 
it down in black and white on each separate card.

| HOW TO USE THIS CATALOGUE | 


Cards for authors, subjects and titles of books are in one alphabet.

For these we make temporary cards for an index 
kept in a filing box reserved for documents alone. 
The sheets are simply numbered and the card has 
of course the corresponding number.

Parcel Post Book Delivery. 


The Chicago Public Library has made the Parcel 
Post available to its borrowers by issuing two cards, 
one blue, one yellow, 3 x 5 inches with rounded corner. 

The yellow card is reproduced on 63. It will 
be noted that around t are } adding up 
to 100 cents, which are punc out as the money is 
needed. On the back of this Subscriber’s Receipt 
Card are spaces for book numbers and loan dates. 

The blue card has the same record of 100 cents 
around its edges and the registration number, name 
and address of borrower at the top. Printed on the 
blue card are the following rules which the borrower 
by signing at the bottom agrees to: 


BOOK DELIVERY BY PARCEL POST 


Any registered borrower, upon depositing one 
dollar to cover the cost of mailing books, may 
participate in this service, subject to the general 
rules of the Library governing book loans. A 
receipt card will be furnished, and the various 
charges for postage will be punched on this card 
so that it will at all times show the balance to 
the credit of the borrower. 

Loan period (2 weeks) begins on date of mail- 
ing, not date of arrival at destination. In like 
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manner loan period ends on date of return mail- 
ing, said date in case of doubt to be determined 
by the postmark. Fines for over-due books will 
be assessed in accordance with this rule. 

In all cases of doubt or dispute the Library 
records must be accepted as accurate and con- 
clusive evidence. 

Responsibility for losses or damages incidental 
to transportation must be borne by the borrower. 

Shipment of books made only when the card 
acccompanies the order. One renewal for addi- 
tional two weeks is permitted. When renewal 
is desired, books need not be sent in, but bor- 
rower’s card must be mailed for restamping. 

Books to be returned by parcel post. must 
be securely wrapped and tied, but not sealed. 
Damages or excess postage charges caused by 
careless wrapping will be assessed against the 
sender. Sender’s name and address preceded 
by the word “From” must appear on the 


wrapper.

BJORNSTJERNE BJORNSON. 


Born in the mountains of northern Norway, he caught 
the feeling for nature in his early years in the Romsdal 
district, went to school at Molde, and prepared himself 
for the national university at the same school in Chris- 
tiania attended by Ibsen. His first play was written 
when he was only twenty; his last when he was seventy- 
seven. Humane in his outlook, publicist in spirit, he 
sacrificed his personal interests as man of letters for the 
larger interests of the welfare of his country. Though 
recognized at the time of his death as the last of the 
Viking poets, and perhaps the most leonine figure in 
European literature, it cannot be doubted that much 
of his work lacks the ultimate refinement of style, the 
force of sustained reflection. Ibsen hopelessly distanced 
Bjérnson as an international force in the drama; but 
Bjérnson anticipated Ibsen, in notable instances, in the 
dramatic vitalization of leading modern ideas. As poet, 
as short story writer, as novelist, as dramatist, Bjérnson 
maintained a remarkably high level of excellence; it was 
only rarely that he reached the highest peaks. For his 
selfless leadership of his people, throughout a long life- 
time, he came to be beloved as her “‘grand old man,” 
as ‘‘Norway’s uncrowned king.”” His dramas in chrono- 
logical order, are as follows:
